MADISON, Jan. 12.—The main feature | 


of Governor La Follctte's message, which 


ho read personally to the legislature to- 
day was a demand for an appointive 
freight rate commission, the last of the 
big reforms asked by the governor. The 
mossage occupied three hours in reading, 
nearly half being devoted to the rail- 
roads. The governor also urged repeal 
Of the mortgage taxation law. the enact- 
ment of an income tax, and better pro- 
tection against railroad accidents. 


Other recommendations are for a civil 


service law which shall be applied to all 
employes in the service of the state, the 
counties and cities outside of elective 
offices; an additional member 
of 
the 


state board of control, sueh member to 
be a woman; an appropriation of $30,- 
000 for a suitable representation of Wis- 
consin at the Lewis and Clark exposi- 
tion. 


THE STATE'S URGENT DUTY. 


Relative to railways he said: "Inde- 


pendently of the question of excessive 
freight charges, the state s-hould no long- 
er allow n railway corporation to con- 
trol without supervision, absolutely and 
arbitrarily, the commerce of Wisconsin

CONDITION OF SUNKEN BOATS. 
TOKIO. Jan. 12.—Commander Tnaka of 


tho Japanese naval staff detailed to ex- 
amine the Russian war vessels at Port 
•\rthur reports on the condition of the 
unprotected cruisers Djidjid, Razboynik, 
nnd Zabiaka hitherto unaccounted for. 
The Djidjid is at the mouth of a small 
inlet cast of the torpedo store house and 
inside the west harbor. Her three masts 
are above water. Evidently she wns 
sunk after the capture of 203 Meter hill. 
The Razboynik is sunk in the channel 
nenr the. lighthouse at the entrance of 
the harbor. It is believed the Russians 
sunk her. The Zabiaka is sunk in the 
west harbor about 300 yards southeast 
of the bend of the Tiger's Tail peninsula. 
Her masts and funnels are visible. Evi- 
dently she wns destroyed by shells fired 
after the Japanese captured Wolf Hill. 
The torpedo boat destroyers Boevoi, Silni 
and Bezunretchni arc beached and de- 
stroyed near the torpedo storehouse pier. 
The "torpedo boat destroyers Storozhcvoi 
and Razynnchtchi are a. thousand yard; 
west of that point. The torpedo gun- 
boats Posadnik and Gaidamak were set 
on fire and sunk nearby. 


Besides the above the Japanese are 


searching for one torpedo boat destroyer 
which is still unaccounted for.

Torhcia said today that the bank paid 
nit $85,000 yesterday and that he buliev- 
d the excitable Hebrews would begin to 
come to their senses today and see the 
oolishnesS of the run; realizing that the 
jank is financially strong and will meet 
very demand promptly, no matter how 
irolonged the rush." 


When the doors of the bank opened 


.:he women were admitted first. There 
vns not nearly as great a crush as ycs- 
ei-day and the crowd was orderly. About 
400 people were in line. A truck load of 
jfl.OOO silver dollars was brought to the 
bank early today and carried through 
the crowd to the vaults.

KILLED WIFE IN FRENZY. 


From Racine ho went to Chicago. His 


wife committed acts that made her hus- 
band angry, the most aggravated offense 
being that of going on the variety stage. 
Every effort on his part was made to re- 
deem her, but to no effect and in a mad- 
dened passion he killed her and attempt- 
ed to end his own life, but subsequently 
recovered. 


September 5, 1893, he was found guilty 


in the courts of Chicago and sentenced 
to the Joliet prison for the term of his 
natural life. From the time of his im- 
prisonment he made an exemplary pris- 
oner, reformed and was leader of the 
choir in the prison chapel, in fact the 
warden said that no man in the place 
had a cleaner and better record. 


HIS SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


On April 11, 1904, an attempt

made by Attorney John W. Owen on 
behalf of friends and relatives of Mr. 
Williams, to secure his pardon. Many 
obstacles were 
encountered.

SPECIAL ORGANIZATION. 


"It is manifest from whnl I have said 


that no purely municipal institution can 
veil accomplish all of the ends of char- 
ity especially when the officer is a po- 
litical appointee. It needs another or- 
ganization and for these reasons: First, 
for the moral and ethical work; second, 
for those cases which ought not to be- 
como paupers; third, for all those cases 
where other things are as much needed 
as charity.

an issociated Charity organization, with 
its paid secretary and its friendly vis- 
itors.

at large." In the method proposed for 
our state, with the changes of course 
from the tried Massachusetts system, 
counties having but one member or at- 
tached to another county are provided 
for. but it seems clear that the most 
equitable system if there is to 
be a 


change, is 'to have a fixed number of 
county commissioners and elect them at 
large," There might be possibly a com- 
missioner for a certain number of people, 
or the largest fraction where it did not 
come near even, and this would provide 
for the. larger counties, in this case the 
number of commissioners not to exceed 
six to eight for any county, nnd as an 
additional improvement, each member on 
being sworn in and the board organized 
which should be immediately after elec- 
tion, be assigned a separate district for 
his supervision. The members could meet 
once a month which would be an im- 
provement over the present system of 
annual meetings. 


But it can be justly observed that per- 


haps Wisconsin is biting now nt the re- 
form cherry to as large an extent ns it 
cnn possibly assimilate fur some little 
time to come. It might be we would 
gather in entirely too much indigestible 
reform nutriment, ns it were, if we go 
to work to change our entire system of 
county governments. Perhaps it may he 
well to wait until wo digest somewhat 
the list of reforms on the legislative bul- 
letin. 
The list contains some 
reform 


questions that mny well try our solons, 
tlmt is provided the intention is to per- 
mit them to discuss the really impor- 
tant matters coining up for solution pro- 
jected upon the state. Of course if there 
are to be no debates, no Serious consider- 
ation, it makes no difference what the 
legislature undertakes and 
the 
entire 


system of internal government cnn be 
changed by dictum nnd not by reason. 


Meanwhile the present supervisor sys- 


tem ought to be in the primary election 
full swing, that is to sny ' the 
people 


ought to have a shy at their supervisors 
under the assumed greatly improved pri- 
mary election system and see what they 
can make of it for a reason or two. 


THE rilOr*OSED FEDERAL LICENSE. 


The press of the country very general- 


ly nro favoring heartily the proposition 
of the president to increase the powers of 
the present Interstate Commission, nnd 
the proposition of Commissioner Garfidd 
to license all corporations doing an inter- 
state business. Some of these comments 
favor the licensing of every firm and cor- 
poration by the government, which will 
brin" one and all just as surely under the 
control of the government as is every 
concern doing business under the inter 
nal revenue laws. This will by no means 
be of any injustice or work any hard- 
ships, but it will despoil those concerns 
that have been these past years fatten- 
in" at the expense of other people. 
It 


wiU'destroy "nil 
freight rebates, all 


freight discriminations, all this private 
car method of getting the. best of would 
be competitors, and it would still leave 
free nil'concerns nnd corporations to do 
business as minded provided they ployed 
fair. 


To this objections mny be raised that 


ordinary concerns should not be includ- 
ed, but only those doing an interstate 
business, to "this it can be said, very well 
if this i-; the only sticker, the amendment 
mny be accepted, only the number of 
concerns that do an interstate business 
will surprise those who think such term 
only applies to the railroads. It implies 
to all who sell goods in more states than 
one. 
However ! ' us not stick on any 


point that will enable the country to hit 
the by far greater point. 


Tlie New York world discusses this 


matter of fc.dernl licenses and says: 


"Casting about for 
remedies 
which 


shall not only punish but prevent such 
evils, Mr. Garfield rejects state control 
as impracticable and considers federal in- 
corporation nnd federal license. The first 
of these measures would greatly inter- 
fere with New .Tcrsey's present, custom of 
issuing letters of mnrque for financial pi- 
rates to prey at will in other states, but 
would be difficult of ndministration.

Bb'RXISG THE'SURPLUS. 


Southern cotton growers are concerned 


as to the best means of holding back a 
good percentage of their 'immense crop, j 
Burning will not answer, for, to sny noth- 
ing of the national scandal, there ia the 
fact that the percentage destroyed would 
be an insignificant fraction of the great 
surplus, Tho one. potent remedy is for 
the south to raise less cotton and adopt 
diversified farming. 


Cotton speculation probably has been 


more of a factor in bringing about the 
present condition of affairs than' any 
other, that assisted by the government 
crop statements which arc the most fer- 
tile expedients the great stock gambling 
boards of trade possess, for rigging the 
markets. It must not be forgotten that 
not so many months ago tho speculation 
was .ill the other way and cotton was 
sent up to over 16 cents, nnd the produc- 
ers actually receiving as much as 11 
cents for the genuine article, and not 
gambling futures. A change in the pro- 
groin of nature and of the whims of spec- 
ulators, aided by the official forecasts of 
the government, sent cotton downwards 
and down it proceeded to go until of late 
the growers have not been getting back 
the actual cost of producing the cotton. 


As do the farmers of the north, the 


east and the west, have to take their 
chances in the markets equally so will 
the cotton planters of the south. Corn, 
wheat, oats and other cereals have their 
ups and downs, and the producers resign- 
edly take what is offered. Sometimes it 
is fair to look upon, that is, the price is, 
and at others it is not so fair. But no- 
body thinks of burning up their products 
though indeed one nwful cold winter the 
western corn growers having large stocks 
of corn on hand, did burn up some of it, 
but strictly as fuel, and a fine fuel com 
makes. 


The Kansas farmers held this to be 


an interposition of providence to help 
them out, and it will not be forgotten 
some three winters ago the robbing of 
coal trusts held the country by the 
throat and those having corn to burn, 
ns it were, were very fortunate, for corn 
cobs make a splendid fuel. But this was 
the only destruction of crops nnd for that 
matter some western farmers burn more 
or less of their surplus corn in severe cold 
spells, to keep themselves from freezing 
and think nothing of the incident, but in 
the south, cotton has been burned for the 
spectacular effect upon the market and 
with the purpose of affect ing the price, 
and strange to say the price was affect- 
ed, but the wrong way for the price went 
down. Southern cotton'growers must re- 
member that if they get higher prices 
when the crop is not up to the average, 
that equally will they get lower prices 
when the crop i* in excess. 


HELPING BOTH .MILLER AND THE 


FARMER. 


The suggestion is made by the Minne- 


apolis Tribune that now that the govern- 
ment is to permit American flouring mills 
to import Canadian hard wheat to grind 
in with American wheat, paying 
duty 


upon that portion exported nnd upon the 
by products, that the government should 
do the right thing and thus encouraging 
the mills to encourage the farmers by 
permitting them to buy their hard wheat 
seed in Canada and import it here with- 
out paying duty. It might be, if this is 
objected to be so arranged that the thing 
will be worked as with the mills. That 
is the duty paid when the flour is export- 
ed, and so the farmer might not be re- 
quired to pay duty upon his Canadian 
seed wheat until the flour is ground by 
the American mills. 


The Tribune which favors the govern- 


ment permitting the Minneapolis mills to 
import the Canadian hard wheat, and 
mix it with the American hard, paying 
the duty when the flour is exported says: 


"We should like, for example, to see 


the American millers permitted to mix 
Canadian wheat with American wheat in 
export flour, as Canadian pulp is mixed 
with American pulp in export 
paper, 


without paying dutj- except on the by- 
products sold ill this country. One rea- 
son for wishing this is that there is 
no longer an abundance in this country 
of the hard northern wheat whose mix- 
ture with other kinds makes the best 
kind of flour. That kind of wheat is still 
so 'abundant in Canada 'that they 
nre 


unable to make the befit (lour without 
softer American wheat to mix with it. 


"For this very reason it is desirable 


that we should raise more hard northern 
wheat in this country. Some seasons 
it is difficult to get abundant seed of the 
best quality. 
The farmers of 
Minne- 


sota and North Dakota nre asking the 
privilege of buying seed wheat in Can- 
ada without paying duty. They ought 
to have, this privilege. 
Tho treasury 


department ought to find a way to give 
it to them. 


"It is no use to talk about Icgs.l dif- 


ficulties. The, treasury department finds 
n way to got around tho law for the ben- 
efit of manufacturers. 
It ought to find 


it way for the benefit of the 
fanners. 


Thov may bond tho seed wheat until the 
next crop is exported or collect the duty 
nnd allow a drawback. It is all the same 
to the farmer, so that ho gets the sumo 
treatment in tariff law decisions as tho 
miller."

MAMMOTHS NOT ALL LARGE, f 


Contrary to Supposition They Wcr» 


Often Smaller Than Jumoo. 


The fin" specimen of the tusks and 


palate of an imperial mammoth has 
recently been acquired by the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, New 
York. The specimen was discovered 
In the sands of western Texas, and 
the tusks are little short of the largest 
yet described among either living or 
fossil members of the elephant family. 
So far as preserved, the tusks meas- 
ure 13 feet 6 Inches from the base to 
the tips, and there is at least a foot 
broken away from the end, making a 
total estimated length of 14 feet 6 
inches. 


The height of this mammoth must 


have been at least fourteen feet or 
about two feet higher than that of the 
famous African elephant Jumbo, the 
skeleton of which is in the same muse- 
um. 
Very few mammoths - reached 


this size'and the majority were de- 
cidedly smaller than Jumbo. Several 
more or less entire carcasses of mam- 
moths have been discovered In Siberia, 
and one was so well preserved that it 
has been stuffed and mounted like 
a modern quadruped in the Imperial 
Museum at St Petersburg. When the 
German ocean was dry land, and Great 
Britain part of a peninsula, the mam- 
moth lived in England, and its fossil 
remains are not only found on the 
land, but are represented by-hundred* 
ot mommoth teeth dredged from the 
depths of the North" Sea by trawlers. 
The American mastoden was a rela- 
tive of the mammoth, but differed, 
from. it in being more massive and 
somewhat lower. No entire remains 
of a mastoden have been discovered, 
but from those available it is possible 
to obtain a good Idea of what the ani- 
mal was like In life.—Leisure Hour.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 12.—The annual 


meeting of the Luke Carriers' association 
was called to order in the Hotel Cadil- 
lac here today with members 
present 


from all the important ports of the grout 
lakes. Before the session opened it was 
said that tha labor question would prob- 
ably not be discussed until tomorrow. 


President William Livingstone read 


the annual report of the board of direc- 
tors executive committee and officers, im- 
mediately -after the opening of the ses- 
sion. It reviewed the negotiations be- 
tween labor unions and the officers of the 
association during the year and compre- 
hensively discussed the strike of the Mas- 
ters and Pilots' association last spring. 
Improvements in process of construction 
in the various channels of the lakes were 
reviewed and progress described. The re- 
port showed that the total number of 
vessels enrolled last ycnr in the associa- 
tion was 008, including 93 tugs and their 
total tonnage amounted to 1,304,027 tons. 
The total receipts for the year were $SO,- 
709, the expenditures were $4n,486, leav- 
ing a balance on hand of $31,223. Tho 
expenses on account o£ labor 
troubles 


wore $5,431. 


QUARANTINE DISTRICTS 


THE PURPOSE OF MEASURE 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 12.—Represen- 


tative Wadsworth, of New York, chair- 
man of the house committee on agricul- 
ture, has introduced a bill to enable the 
secretary of agriculture to establish and 
maintain quarantine districts and to per- 
mit and regulate the movement of cattle 
and other live stock. It authorizes the 
secretary to quarantine any state or ter- 
ritory wherein any live, stock is affected 
by 
contagious disease. Penalties 
am 


provided for violation of the secretary's 
order or for interfering with officials en- 
forcing the act. 


A lighthouse is being built on Mile 


Rock, at the entrance o£ San Francisco 
harbor. Work can be clone only at ox 
trcme low water nnd in calm weather.

MADISON, Jan. 12.—Speaker Lenroot 


yesterday afternoon stated that he 
would be unable to announce bis com- 
mittees until next week. It was claim- 
ed that he had been unable up to this 
time to give the matter of assignments 
any great attention. It is known, how- 
ever, that durins the afternoon and ev- 
ening he had been in frequent consulta- 
tion with Chairman Connor and other La 
Toilette leaders nnd that the committee 
list was probably arranged. 


In connection with the njsignments it 


is stated that it is planned to exclude 
from the committees those assemblymen 
who refused to pledge unqualified alleg- 
iance to the plans of the administration, 
whatever those plans might be. 


According to reports the speaker and 


his advisors have token the, view that 
those members by their act have placed 
themselves outside of the pale of party 
consideration, so far as the constituted 
-authorities of the assembly are consider- 
ed. While this report can not be veri- 
fied, many of the members arc inclined to 
place relinnec in it, as it emanates from 
administration sources of an authorita- 
tive character.

McGILLIVRAY'S ADDRESS. 


Yesterday nftcrnoon Senator McGilli- 


vrny, president pro tern of the senate in 
thnnking the senators for the honor con- 
ferred upon him, snid among other 
things: 


"We are now cntnrinc upon one of the 


most important sessions of the legisla- 
ture ever held in the state. Tlie election 
which brings us here hns demonstrated 
beyond a question that the people of the 
state, who arc the power above the sena- 
tors, will not be denied in their wishes 
for certain legislation they have asked 
for in the past. 
Those principles have 


been the issues in the last campaign, and 
they have been indorsed in no uncertain 
terms hy a large majority of the people 
of tlie state.

STEAMER'S CREW IN PERIL 


Stranded Sacar Laden Boat Fucon Blilne 


Wind &nd Sea. 


NEW YORK, Jon. 12—While feeling 


her way through the dense fog early to- 
day in an effort to reach this port, the 
sugar laden steamer Indus from West 
Indian ports, struck Firo Island bar and 
is now stuck hard and fast. The Fire 
Island life savers reported after a visit 
to the stranded vessel that she was in 
no immediate danger, but that a strong 
wind and liigh sea would make the sit- 
uation extremely serious (.lie life savers 
said. Efforts to float the Indus were be- 
gun immediately after she. struck the 
bar. The captain of the steamer began 
to jettison a portion of the cargo, hop- 
ing thereby to raise the vessd sufficient- 
ly to allow her to slide off the bar. It 
is thought that the Indus has not suffer- 
ed any serious damage thus far and 
that iJio would have no difficulty in pro- 
ceeding if she could bo worked into deep 
water. 


The position of the crew of the strand- 


ed steamer Indus.may become perilous 
before night as both wind and sea are 
rising. The ship lies too far from the 
shore to permit tb'e'life savers to fire a 
life line over her and the surf prevents 
the launching of a. life boat. Apparent- 
ly her hull is undamaged,
